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THE WAR IN AFRICA.

It Was Forced Upon the Boers by
Secretary Chamberlain,

CLabiased Hixtory of the Events
Which Led to the Ulthmnatum
of Prestdent Krnger—=Kng-
Innd's Ignoble Part,

(Special Correspondence.]

Now that a state of actual war exists
between the Bouth African  republic
and Great Beitain it behooves the peo-
ple of other nutions to review dispas-
sionutely the causes which led up to
the contlict,

Whatever one's personal prejudices
may be, it is always well to look upon
both gides of 4 great historicul qnes-
tion; and in this instance the impartial
observer— be he American or English-
mun-—is compelled to admit that the
Boers were forced into beginning hos-
tilities by the hypoeritieal and unfair
policy of Joseph Chamberlain, British
pecretary for the colonies, into whose
hands the Sulisbury government placed
the settlement of the Transvaal diffi-
cully.

The original complaint, of which the
present war is the result, was the al
leged diserimination of the DBoer gov-
ernment against the “outlanders,” or
foreign residents, of the republic who

foundution it has clected its own presis
dent, made its own laws, and its citi=
zens have never taken an onth of al-
legianee to Queen Vietoria. The Boers
who formed the republio withdrew
from Brltish soil for the gole purpose of
forming an independent government,
and this right was fully recognized by
Gremt Britnin in 1852 and agnin in the
treaty of 1881 and the convention of
1884, The only right which the Hoers
necorded to Great liritnin was that of
conducting the diplomatic affairs of the

Trangvaal; and upon this flimsy  econs
cession Seeretary  Chamberlain has
based his demand for regulating the

status of foreigners residing within the
limits of the republie.

The injustice of the Dritish elaim
gpeaks for itself, but it Is further eme-
phasized by the fact that the “ountlands
ers” are not only to be pefmitted to con-
trol the elections in the Transvaal, but
that they shall ot the same  time lose
none of their rights as British sunjects,
nor he compelled to take an onth of alle-
gianee to the republie. The preposters
ousnessof such a propositioneannot fail
to appeal foroibly to every American
citizen, not one of whom wonlil for a
moment consent to have  FEnglishmen,
Germans, Frenchmen and Italinns res

the right of franchise without asgume

ing the responsiBilitics as well as the

advantages of Ameriean citizenship,
Hud Prosident Kruger aecepted the

Chamberlain proposals the Transvaal
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were heavily taxed and yet had no voiee
in the admini=tration of either local or
general affuirs, This complaint eame to
the British colonial office in the form of
a petition sigued by British subjects re-
siding in the South African republie;
and was mude by Secretary Chamber-
Inin the pretext for undermining the
stability and independence of the Doer
govermment, in direct violation of the
convention of 1854, which guaranteed
to the Transvaal nbsolute independence
in the manogement of international uf-
fairs.

A demand made upon President
Bruger to vedress the grievanees of the
dissatisfied foreigners resulted in o con-
ference between himself and Sie Alfred
Milner, British high commissioner 1o
South  Africa: nnd  the Uransvaal
agreed 1o pass o new franchise lnw and
10 refer other subjects to international
arbitration.

is that sinee hostilities have begun Eng-
lish aathorities have spoken of nothing
but sovercignty, the more objectionable
term “suzerainty’ having been  rele-
gated to the archives of the foreign and
coloninl oflices at London.

Whatever one may think of the Hoers,
their customs and their ways, their his-
tary has been one long struggle for in-
dependent existence; andtheirinitintive
in issuing an ultimatum to their power-
ful enemy surprised nobody, least of gl
the war faction in Englamd, PPresident
Kruger, whoese little republic was hoing
surrounded by o chain of armed
diery, could not afford to wait until the
enginy was strong ecnough to erush his
army of burghers in one great pitehed
battle. He realized as well as his  op-
poanents that his only cehance of securs
Ing an honorvable peace depended upon
gquick action and the complete route of
the British forces now In Natal and
other border eolontes, A single overs

kil

whelming defeat would mean the (le-
straction of Hoer role in Sonth Africa
and the couversion of the free I'rans-

vl into a British colony.

Surprise has been expressed in some
quarters that the Orange Free State,
an absolutely independent Dutoh-Af-
rican republic, should have decided  to
cast its lot with the struggling DBoers of
the Transvaal, Such a step, however,
wasg but natural,  The two  republics
have not only been botund together by
an offensive and defensive allinnes
years, but the absorption of the South
African republic would luevitably lead
to the extinetion of the Orange Free
State,. The burghers of the lntter coms=
monwenlth, after the fourth “teel,” (e
feated the British at Bloemifontein, in
1848, and Tounded a vepublic, The Drit-
ish troops then in Africa were unnble 1o
cope suceessfully with the indignont
frontiersmen; and when, in 1850, the
warlilte Katfrs threntened to pnnili-
late the discouraged English garrisous
the London government acknowledyged
||l|r complete independence of the Op-
unge Free State, at the merey of whose
tronps wis the Hle of every Englishmuan
in the southern part of the African con-
tinent.

surgeons and physicians have heen ens
abled to bring the sufferers back lo
health, Opium has quicted the paiin,
eaved the bady from s racking vave
ages, and ennbled the medieal and sur-
gienl attendants to apply restoratives
which might hoave been unavailing
without the aid of the henrt of the
poppy.

Both of these blessings of science
have been perverted, so that the vies
time of aleohol and of opiom hoave coms
mitted erimes and debanched their own
careers, while spreading unhappiness
and  misery  throughout the world,
Mothers, wives and chililyen have fallen
beneath the blows and curses of deank-
en hushands and fathers, while whole
families have starved or gone to the
poorhouse; while opinm eaters  and
morphine eonds have wasted Meir sulb-
gtanee, wenkened thelr intelleets and
drenmed themselves into dishonorable
groves,

Another hlesging of scientifie discoy-
ery s now being perverted into o curse
to humanity. ‘Che history of cociine is
given beielly by a writer of ability and
distinetion, and every lover of humanity
shonld know that history, in order thi
wise precantion, kimdly foresight and
generows affeetion moy provide against
the spread of the evil in our commun-
ities,  This larest blessing should be
used sparvingly and cantiousty hy phy-
gicinns,  Indiseriminate resort to its
use may tend to disseminate the evil
habit which is already cansing havoe
and dismay in happy homes,

capable of most beneficial results to
